The document D1 , is regarded as being the closestprior artto the subject-matter of claim 
1. 

The subject-matter of claim 1 differs from this known storing and dispensing device in that 
the cannula is a separate component. 

The subject-matter of claim 1 is therefore new (Article 33(2) PCT). 

The problem to be solved by the present invention may be regarded as providing an 
improved and simplified device for storing and dispensing a desired amount of a flowable 
substance.. 

The solution to this problem proposed in claim 1 of the present application Is considered 
as involvirig an inventive step (Article 33(3) PCT) for the following reasons: . 
The vent passageway 48 of D2, although being a separate component cannot be 
considered as a cannula, which may be defined as a narrow tube. This outlet passageway 
is provided between the top sheet and the bottom sheet. 

None of the cited documents teach the skilled person to modify the vent passageway of 48 
into a cannula or to modify the cannula of D1 (par. 67) into a separate component. 

Claims 2-35 are dependent on claim 1 and as such also meet the requirements of the PCT 
with respect to novelty and inventive step.
